Those who have noticed the 
unsightly construction taking 
place in front of the Lydon 
Alumni Library are witnessing 
the Campus Beautification 
Program in full swing. This is 
the same program that was 
responsible for the new land¬ 
scaping in the front of Olsen 
Hall on North Campus and 
Cobum Hall on South Campus. 

When the Campus 
Beautification Program began, it 
mainly involved areas on South 
Campus, but it “quickly became 
apparent that North Campus 
needed some pretty quick atten¬ 
tion,” according to Assistant 
Provost, Larry Caulfield, who is 
heading up the Campus 
Beautification Program. 

The program set about tack¬ 
ling the “semi-urban setting” of 
North. Caulfield said, “With all 
the busy streets, you can almost 
drive through the campus and 
not even know you were there.” 
The goal for the new landscap¬ 
ing in front of the Lydon alumni 
library according to Caulfield is 
to “give it some identity, and let 
people know that they are on a 


college campus.” 

“In the last three years the 
Campu s Beautification P rogram 
has tried to make the campus 
look better, not only on the out¬ 
side, but on the inside,” said 
Caulfield. “We’re doing a lot of 
work on Ball and Kitson Halls 
to make the insides of the build¬ 
ings more modem and friendly.” 

The plan is calling for a num¬ 
ber of changes and implements. 
Improvements include widening 


the sidewalk to eighteen feet, 
putting in new’ curbing and a 
new brick sidewalk. L ining the 
sidewalk will be a number of 
streetlights miming along 
University Avenue. Off the 
street, there will be terraces in 
front of the library and Eames 
Hall which are designed to be 
sitting walls as well. In addition 
to a planned rose garden, the 
project also consists of many 
additional plantings, flowers and 


new trees that w ere brought in 
due to the loss of pre-existing 
trees. __; 

The project is also adding a 

bigger and better bus shelter 
with an emergency phone close 
by. A monument, similar to the 
one in front of Olsen Hall, is in 
the discussion stage of the pro¬ 
ject as well. The project is all 
being funded by a $300,000 
grant from President Bulger’s 
office. 


Student politicians needed

All Student Government seats 
are be available for the 2000- 
2001 academic year. This 
includes class officers and sena¬ 
tors as well as the executive 
board and the student trustee. 

The Student Government 
Association is made up of elect¬ 
ed student officials meant to 
represent the student body. The 
SGA works to improve many 
parts of the University. In fact, 
the subcommittees of the orga¬ 
nization touch upon nearly 
every aspect of the school, from 
academic affairs to the Fox Hall 
and McGauvran Student Union 
buildings. They also help over¬ 
see the goings-on of other rec¬ 
ognized student organizations. 

Besides the so-called “e” 
board and student trustee posi¬ 


tions, each class also has four 
officer spots: president, vice- 
president, secretary, and treasur¬ 
er. In addition to these, all class¬ 
es also elect up to seven sena¬ 
tors, all of whom are required to 
join at least two of the subcom¬ 
mittees. 

Current SGA vice-president 
Greg Sheehan was optimistic 


about next year’s SGA. “I have 
full confidence that [we are] 
leaving SGA in good hands and 
hope this trend continues in the 
future. I am excited to see what 
student leaders will emerge in 
the coming election,” he said. 
Graduating student trustee Brad 
Duquette especially admired 
current SGA members who will 


continue their involvement next 
year. According to Duquette, he 
is “somewhat disappointed with 
the lack of enthusiasm for new 
people to join SGA, as well as 
other organizations... It’s a 
rewarding experience.” 

Nomination papers are cur¬ 
rently available in the Student 
Government Office (Fox 411) 

and both the North and 
South Campus Student 
Information Centers. If 
interested, nomination 
papers must be turned 
in no later than Friday, 
Apr. 4th, at 4 p.m. 

Also, all students are 
encouraged to vote in 
the SGA elections, 
which will be held Apr. 
11 and 12 in both 
McGauvran Student 
Union on South and 
the North Commuter 
Lounge. Be sure to 
vote on the campus 
where your major is 
located, and bring your 
student ID.

Stadium construction

Behind the Costello Gym on 
North Campus, stadium con¬ 
struction is moving forward. 
Thanks to cooperative weather 
in the early spring trucks began 
pulling in last Wednesday. 
“There will undoubtedly be 
some very heavy construction 
straight through the summer,” 
said Athletic Director Dana 
Skinner. “The goal is to get the 
fall sports teams out competing 
on the new fields by next 
semester.” 

UMass Lowell has received 
enough funding to build new 
fields for soccer, track, football 
and field hockey. There will be 
a grandstand that holds approxi¬ 
mately 1200 seats overlooking 


the track and an astro-turf foot¬ 
ball field. The soccer and field 
hockey facilities will also have 
stands for fan support. The new 
complex will provide a small 
college atmosphere with con¬ 
cessions, brick entrances and an 
all weather football field. 

According to Skinner, “The 
work in progress has been a 
phase operation that began with 
individual team locker rooms 
and offices in Costello Gym.” 

There is sure to be a great 
deal of excitement once the 
ground is broken on the project. 
Hopefully, the new stadium 
facilities will draw a larger fan 
attendance for each of the four 
sports competing. Having a 
multi-complex here on campus 
will undoubtedly bring more 
school spirit within the univer¬ 
sity as well.

Suspected food poisoning 
at local college proven false

Just up the Merrimack River 
in North Andover lies 
Merrimack College, where 
many students have suddenly 
become seriously ill. 

The school canceled all class¬ 
es last Wednesday and Thursday 
as a precaution after a reported 
150 students became sick. 
Students had been complaining 
to the on-campus physician of 
stomach cramps and vomiting. 
Many originally suspected that 
food poisoning was the cause. 

In fact, the students were diag¬ 


nosed with viral gastroenteritis - 
more commonly known as the 
stomach flu. Many were taken 
to local hospitals, including 
Lowell General, but none were 
seriously ill. They were treated 
and released, except two who 
were hospitalized briefly for 
dehydration. 

Doctors and state public 
health officials visited the cam¬ 
pus to examine the drinking 
water and cafeteria (which is 
operated by professional 
Marriott caterers). They imme¬ 
diately ruled out food poisoning 
and meningitis. 

Although not caused by the 
food, officials said that food 


may have helped spread the ill¬ 
ness. According to health direc¬ 
tor for the town of Andover, 
Everett Penney, “all it would 
take is someone who had this 
virus walking through a salad 
line and sneezing on it.” 
Officials will continue to inves¬ 
tigate the cafeteria and its 
employees. 

The state’s epidemiology pro¬ 
gram director, Bela Matyas, 
said, “We are still in the early 
stages of finding out what’s 
going on...We’re going to be 
conducting an inspection of 
food-handling at the college...to 
determine whether there were 
any food-handling violations.” 


Hunger Cleanup this Saturday

The Hunger Cleanup is a one- 
day community service work-a- 
thon sponsored by MASSPIRG 
in which volunteers raise money 
while working with programs 
for the hungry and homeless. 

Improving on the standard 
walk-a-thon, the Hunger 
Cleanup mobilizes students and 
members of the community who 
gather hourly pledges from fam¬ 
ily and friends for their work in 
uxai seeker*, *oup kitchen 
and public housing facilities. 

Last year’s cleanup drew 70 
volunteers from the student 
body alone who raised $500 and 
worked on projects including 
painting a room and cleaning 
windows at homeless shelters, 
various cleaning projects at a 
food pantry, painting murals at a 
teen mothers’ shelter, and yard 
cleanup at public housing sites.

Do a good deed...Walk for the hungry

Dust off your walking shoes, 
because the 18 th annual Greater 
Lowell Walk for Hunger is on 
Good Friday, Apr. 21. Dr. 

Eberiel of the Biology 
Department and president of the 
Greater Lowell Walk for Hunger 
Committee said, “The walk is 
on Good Friday because of the 
significance of Jesus giving up 
his life. We thought we should 
give something up for the bet¬ 
terment of others.” 

Last year, over 300 people 
walked the 13-mile course 
through Westford and 
Chelmsford to raise $28,000. 
Pledge sheets are available on- 
campus from Dr. Eberiel. 

Dr. Eberiel became involved 
with the walk 17 years ago 
when he was asked to organize 
the first aid care for injured 
walkers, as he is trained as an 
EMT. Three years ago he 
became president of the Greater 
Lowell Walk for Hunger 



Committee “because of my 
wife,” Eberiel said, though he 
acknowledges he enjoys the 
work. 

The walk benefits the 
Chelmsford and Westford Food 
Pantries, the Lowell Open 
Pantry, House of Hope, 
Middlesex Shelter, Alternative 
House, OXFAM America, an 
international hunger relief orga¬ 
nization, and Sharing Inc., a 
hunger/homeless organization 
based in the south. 

When the Walk started 18 
years ago, it benefited OXFAM 
America, Sharing Inc. and one 
local organization. 

When the quantity of 
pledges started 
increasing, the Walk 
Committee decided to 
expand its local pres¬ 
ence while maintain¬ 
ing its international 
presence. As an 
incentive, the organi¬ 
zation gives a Greater 
Lowell Walk for 
Hunger t-shirt to the 
walkers who bring 


$100 in cash pledges on the day 
of the walk. 

According to Eberiel, children 
tend to raise the most money, 
and as it turns out, comprise the 
largest group of walkers. This 
may be due to the Chelmsford 
Charter School and local church 
youth groups participating in the 
walk as class and confirmation 
projects, respectively.

Centering on 
women in the 
workplace

The UMass Lowell Center for 
Women and Work deals with 
women's issues both on campus 
and in the local community. The 
CWW began in the summer of 
1998 by co-directors Dr. Meg 
A. Bond of the Psychology 
Department and Dr. Jean L. 

Pyle of the Department of 
Regional Economic and Social 
Development. The CWW is a 
result of work started by Mary 
Roth Walsh with the Research 
on Women and the Workplace. 

According to Dr. Bond, “The 
Center for Women and Work 
promotes research and connec¬ 
tions to the community.” 

“Work” as described by the 
Center for Women and Work 
website is very broad, including 
paid and unpaid, in the work¬ 
place. in the community and at 
home. 

The staff is compiled of ten 
students from the UMass 
Lowell campus. Students are 
welcomed to do practicums. 
directed studies or work-study. 

Eileen Maloney, a graduate 
student in Community Social 
Psychology and CWW staff 
member is gathering data for a 
survey on university women’s 
centers. The survey is aimed at 
finding out what works for the 
centers, the similarities and the 
funding of projects. The data 
that is collected will help to 
improve the current state of the 
UMass Lowell CWW. 

An ongoing project that 


began nine months ago deals 
with women owned businesses, 
primarily in the Lowell area. 
The goal of this project is to 
identify women owned busi¬ 
nesses. Another goal is to see 
what challenges these women 
face as far as the hardship of 
everyday work experience as 
well as being a self-employed 
woman. 

On Apr. 14 from 9 a.m. to 2 
p.m. in Alumni Hall on North 
Campus, the CWW in collabo¬ 
ration with the Lorin Kerr 
Ergonomics Institute and Dr. 
Laura Punnett are presenting a 
forum addressing the question, 
“Is Discrimination Bad for Your 
Health?” The research project 
that resulted in this forum took 
a look at the relationship 
between race and health as well 
as stress levels at work. The 
first phase of the project will 
include non-faculty staff on 
campus. Pre-registration is 
required.

UML students 
lend a hand in 
South America

UMass Lowell professors and 
students continue to help vil¬ 
lages in Peru. 

Efforts have already resulted 
in the installation of solar pow¬ 
ered radios, refrigerators, and 
lights in several small villages 
outside the city of Huarmey, 
Peru. 

“We plan to go back next 
summer,” said Professor John 
Duffy of the Mechanical 
Engineering Department and 
director of the operation. “We 
still have to improve the radio 
network, and build up the infra¬ 
structure. We also need to 
install more solar (powered) 
systems in the schools, so they 
can run experiments.” 

While great strides have been 


made, there is still much work 
to be done. 

“Nine people went in January 
to make installations in nine 
towns, some new, some 
upgrades,” said Father Paul 
Soper, who is also helping lead 
the project. “Our ultimate goal 
is to give radio communication, 
vaccine refrigeration, light, and 
water purification. We are going 
this July and plan to install 50 
watt radios so villages can com¬ 
municate with other villages. 

We also plan to set up educa¬ 
tional workshops to teach the 
natives how to run the equip¬ 
ment efficiently.” 

While not yet finished, the 
program has left its mark. In a 
previous article. Dr. Nicholas 
Garate, director of the hospital 
in Huarmey told students, facul¬ 
ty, and staff, “Your radio has 
saved four lives already.”

Mock murder trial

College Writing Professor 
Diana Archibald takes a new 
approach to helping students 
understand literature. During the 
month of March, students were 
no longer sitting quietly in their 
seats while the teacher lectured 
These students were active par¬ 
ticipants in the learning process. 

The students had recently fin¬ 
ished reading Tim O’Brien’s fic¬ 
tional story, “In the Lake by the 
Woods,” about a man who is 
suspected of murdering his wife 
and fleeing the country. The 
man is found in Canada by a 
bounty hunter, but O'Brien does 


not let on to the fate of the man. 
Professor Archibald decided to 
let her class decide the outcome 
of the story by having them take 
part in a mock trial. “Often it 
seems the more active a part 
students play in the learning 
experience, the more they gain 
from the experience,” said 
Archibald. 

Students were assigned char¬ 
acters to depict in the trial. They 
studied their characters in the 
story to get an in-depth under¬ 
standing of each personality. By 
doing this, the students could 
give a moderately convincing 
portrayal of that character in the 
class/courtroom. Some students 
even dressed in character to add 
conviction. 


Students who played major 
roles in the mock trial included 
Brian Tefry, as the Defense 
Attorney, and Jamie Fay, as the 
Prosecution Attorney. Both were 
articulate and persuasive in their 
performances. Other main char¬ 
acters included Armen Hejinian 
who acted as the Defendant, 
John Wade, and Lauren Payelian 
who played dual roles as both a 
local waitress and the mother of 
Wade. 

Professor Archibald conclud¬ 
ed that this exercise was effec¬ 
tive, as “the essays that came 
out of this mock trial demon¬ 
strated, in large part, the success 
of the assignment.”

Besides a few uplifting 
moments, Oscar's 72nd birthday 
was a bore. Billy Cry stal, as 
usual, got the show off to a 
humorous and interesting begin¬ 
ning. But four hours later, I did¬ 
n’t remember what he had done 
at the beginning of the show. 
Crystal did his usual repertoire 
of songs dedicated to the five 
nominated films for Best 
Picture, and cracked many a 
funny joke throughout the 
evening. His memorable perfor¬ 
mances are becoming better 
than some of the actors in their 
films. 

American Beauty was the big 
winner of the evening, snatching 
a somewhat less than dominat¬ 
ing five Academy Awards, 
including Best Picture, Director, 
Actor and Original Screenplay. 
The film was presented with all 
of the night’s major awards, but 
winning only five Oscars makes 
it one of the least acclaimed 
Best Picture winners in Oscar 
history. 


The film that almost caught

Effects, and Editing. Granted, 
they are less sexy than the more 
prominent categories, but they 
still put The Matrix in second 
place this Oscar night. If memo¬ 
ry serves, the last action/sci- 
fi/adventure film to do what The 
Matrix did was Raiders of the 
Lost Ark back in 1981, which 
won all the technical awards, 
but lost all of the major awards 
to Chariots of Fire and Reds. 

The Cider House Rules and 
Topsy-Turvy were the other 
notable winners with a measly 
two apiece. Cider House came 
away with Best Adapted 
Screenplay and a most deserved 
Best Supporting Actor to 
Michael Caine. 

The chumps of this year’s 
awards would have to be the 
three other films nominated for 
Best Picture. The Insider , The 
Sixth Sense , and The Green Mile 
came away with a great big egg. 
Three of the most acclaimed 


films of the past years walked 
away with nothing to show for 

The highlight of the show was 
two instances, both completely 
different from one another. 
Michael Caine’s acceptance 
speech was the most gracious 
and moving in recent memory 
and Robin Williams’ courageous 
live rendition of “Blame 
Canada,” the Oscar nominated 
original song from the South 
Park film, was the biggest 
crowd-pleaser of the night. 

Overall, the Oscars are con¬ 
siderably too long for what 
needs to get done. There were 
too many video features of clas¬ 
sic films or musical numbers 
commemorating great film 
songs of the past. The show can 
do without these additional 
attributes, in order for the show 
to be a good half-hour to an 
hour shorter. 

I guess we’ll have to wait until 
Oscar’s 73rd birthday to see if 
things change. See you at the 
movies.

Also, Sleepy Hollow winning 
for Art Direction was well- 
deserved, but I never thought 
the Academy had the courage to 
give it. 

The Oscars needs to cut back 
on time and meaningless addi¬ 
tions to the show, but unlike 
last year, the best film of the 
year did win Best Picture and 
Dreamworks finally gets its 
first best picture award, which 
they should have received last 
year for Saving Private Ryan. I 
can’t complain too much, but 
let’s hope next year justice is 
served.

Ranma 1/2 is the story of a 
boy named Ranma Saotome. 
While on a trip through China, 
Ranma and his father, Genma 
Saotome, arrive at a spring 
called Jusenkyo (even though 
they’re in China, this name hap¬ 
pens to be Japanese). The two 
decide to have a sparring match 
at the springs, disregarding the 
warnings of a guide who works 
there. During the match, 

Genma, then Ranma, fall into a 
couple pools of water. 

The only problem is that the 
Jusenkyo Springs are cursed 
(which is indicated on the map 
Genma was using, but he can’t 
read Chinese, so he had no 
clue). Now, whenever either is 
doused in cold water, they 
change forms. Genma turns into 
a panda, and Ranma becomes a 
red-haired (and incredibly well 
built) female. And that’s the 
introduction. 

Ranma’s life takes a turn for 
the worst when he and his 
father return to Japan, where 
Ranma finds out that he has to 
marry one of the daughter’s of 
Genma’s friend, Soun Tendo. As 
luck would have it, he gets 
stuck with a tomboy named 
Akane, who wants nothing to do 
with Ranma and insists on call¬ 
ing him a “baka” (Japanese for 
“idiot”). 

Things are no better for 
Ranma when he goes to his new 
high school, where he runs into 


Kuno, a sword-wielding nut 
who wants Akane for himself. 
On top of that. Kuno falls head- 
over-heels in love with Ranma’s 
female form, calling her “the 
pig-tailed girl.” 

The crazy cast of Ranma 1/2 
gets even weirder as the series 
progresses. There’s Shampoo, a 
Chinese Amazon who at first 
wants to kill Ranma, but then 
insists that he marry her; Ryoga 
the Eternally Lost, who after a 
fall into Jusenkyo (Ranma 
knocked him in by accident), 
turns into a cute piglet named 
P-Chan; and Happosai, who’s 
mastered every form of martial 
arts known to man, but uses his 
skills to steal women’s under¬ 
wear. 

Ranma 1/2 was written and 
drawn by Rumiko Takahashi, 
who has a long history of writ¬ 
ing weird comedies. While she 
has done many other works, 
such as Urusei Yatsura and 
Maison Ikkoku , Ranma 1/2 
remains Takahashi’s greatest 
success. In the United States 
alone, Ranma 1/2 has made 
more money than most other 
series, including Sailor Moon 
and Dragonball Z. 

Its fan base outnumbers that 
of Pokemon, with a much 
broader age base. It’s not unusu¬ 
al to find kids in their early 
teens or people in their thirties 
who like Ranma. If you want to

Try music in ‘Western Civ

Have you ever thought that 
you’d like to know more about 
classical music 
but have no idea 
where to begin? 

In fact, is it a 
complete mys¬ 
tery to you, and 
even a bit intim¬ 
idating? If so, 
consider signing 
up for Music in 
Western 
Civilization 
(74.161) next 
fall. 

One of the 
first things we’ll 
do is clear up 
what the term 
“classical” 
means, anyway. 

Simply put, it 
means that 
somebody wrote 
a work that has 
stood the test of 
time awfully 
well - not for just a few years, 
like the “golden oldies” you 
hear on the radio, but for many 
generations, or even centuries. 
If people have loved a piece for 
that long, you’re likely to find 


something in it, too. 

In the first couple of lectures, 
we’ll demystify the terms 
you’re likely to find in the 
printed programs if you should 
go to a classical concert or read 
a review of one. You’ll also get 
a chance to think a bit about the 


things that work together to 
make up what we call music: 
different kinds of beat patterns, 
for example, not to mention 
various types of melody and 
chords. After this introduction, 


you’ll “meet” a number of clas¬ 
sical works, each an outstand¬ 
ing example of its particular 
type - song, opera, keyboard, 
orchestral, etc. As you study 
these pieces, you will learn how 
musical styles and forms 
changed and evolved from 

about the 
late seven¬ 
teenth cen¬ 
tury to the 
turn of the 
twentieth. 

Not to 
worry if 
you have 
no back¬ 
ground in 
classical 
music and 
cannot 
read 
music! 
Music in 
Western 
Civ starts 
from the 
very 

beginning. 
There are 
no prereq¬ 
uisites 
(other than 
wanting to learn). There will be 
two sections, both meeting on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. Times 
are: 9:30-10:45 a.m. and 3:30- 
4:45 p.m.

UML speaks out

After the article about the 
unjust way in which Dr. Wen Ho 
Lee has been treated by the U.S. 
government was published in 
Issue 23 of the Connector, I 
have had several people sign the 
petition from the OCA. Most 
people who’ve signed have told 
me that they think it’s wrong for 
the government to sin¬ 
gle out an individual 
just because of his eth¬ 
nicity. 

For those who 
missed the first article, 

Dr. Wen Ho Lee was 
an employee at Los 
Alamos National 
Laboratory. He was 
arrested December 10 
by the FBI for “mis¬ 
handling classified 
information.” 

Apparently, Dr. Lee 
sent classified material 
from the lab to his 
home computer than. 
back again. He’s been 
labeled a spy, but we 
know for a fact that he never 
transferred the information to a 
third party. Yet the charges that 
have been brought against him 
are unprecedented in their sever¬ 
ity. Never before has a single 
person faced the possibility of 
multiple life-sentences for such 
an offense. 

The problem that many peo¬ 
ple have with Dr. Lee’s case is 
how the government has treated 
him. Prosecutors from the 
Department of Justice have vio¬ 
lated his Eighth Amendment 
rights, which grant him “due 
process.” They have denied him 
bond, kept him from seeing his 


family (though they finally 
relented), and harassed his fami¬ 
ly and friends. In one instance, 
FBI investigators lied to Dr. Lee 
about his polygraph (lie detec¬ 
tor) results, which showed that 
he was telling the truth when he 
said he had not shared informa¬ 
tion with the Chinese govern¬ 
ment, and tried to pressure him 
into a confession. Why all this 
concentration on one man? 
Robert Vrooman, the head of the 


investigation, has gone on 
record saying that Dr. Lee has 
been targeted just because he’s 
Chinese. To single out a person 
due solely to their race is called 
“racial profiling,” and is illegal. 

What does UML think of this? 
“It does seem to me like he’s 
being singled out,” said 
Professor Graham-Eagle, a math 
professor here at UML. “The 
government is supposed to rep¬ 
resent the people,” said one stu¬ 
dent, “That it would allow 
something like this to happen is 
terrible.” “It’s anti-democratic,” 
said Professor Blewitt, who 
teaches both Eastern and 


Western history at UML. 

“My concern is with the 
media,” said Kara, a student 
here at UML, “The media tends 
to lead public opinion one way 
or another without disclosing all 
the facts. The media has the 
power to force a fair trial or 
make life difficult for anyone 
who is different. How will they 
color this issue?” The media 
has insisted on calling Dr. Lee a 
“suspected Chinese spy” and 

saying he’s “sus¬ 
pected of being 
involved in espi¬ 
onage.” There 
exists no evi¬ 
dence that indi¬ 
cates Dr. Lee is. 
or ever was, a 
spy. In fact, the 
U.S. government 
has denied that 
Dr. Lee was 
involved with any 
espionage. 
However, 
reporters continue 
to misrepresent 
him as such. The 
government has 
allowed this dis¬ 
tortion of the facts to continue 
unchecked, tainting potential 
jurors. 

If you want to send the gov¬ 
ernment a message to treat Dr. 
Lee fairly, there’s a petition 
from the Organization of 
Chinese Americans that you can 
sign. Contact John Baird (me) 
to add your signature to a grow¬ 
ing list of students and faculty.
